REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The method 
of applying heat in the specified temperature range for the specified time from 2 to 24 
hours before chemotherapy to reduce/protect a patient from chemotherapy-induced 
alopecia is novel over the prior art. That is the prior art is silent on applying heat to 
reduce/protect a patient from chemotherapy induced alopecia. The closest prior art only 
uses cooling in such methods.
